tional Bank of Peoria in the latter part of 
May, bankers all over the country have been 
wondering how it was possible for $180,000 out 
of $220,000 capital and surpius tobe stolen 
without detection. Such a thing bad never 
happened before, and no explanation has been 
given up to this time. The thief 
was J. F. Hoke, the bookkeeper. 
bad been iu the employ of 
bank for fifteen years, and the utmost conti- 
dence was piaced in him. He was never known 
to nandle any of the cash, making it a point 
not todoso. It a man came in to make a de- 
posit when the receiving teller was out Hoke 
would call the cashier or his assistant. So in 
the case of a man with acheck; he would never 
cash it. The records of the bank show that the 
directors paid more than the average attention 
to its affaires. They were prompt in their at- 
tendance at meetings, and acommitiee of three 
made an examination several times a year— 
counted the cash, looked over the bills receiva- 
ble, te., and found that, so tar as 
the assets were concerned, the bank 
bad what the ledger called for. When 
they came to the *Iliabilities, however, 
they did what the average country bank 
director does—took the cashier's figures. In 
this case the cashier was perfectly honest, but 
neglected his business. He bad such faith in 
Hoke that he didn’t take the trouble to look at 
his books, particularly the individual . ledger, 
and it was in this where Hoke did bis fine 
work, practically the whole shortage being in 
the deposits. There is a long tabie 
in the bank, the receiving teller occupying one 
end and the paying teller the other. When tne 
former took in a deposit he put the ticket on a 
spindie, and when the latter handed out money 
he put the checks on another spindie. Neither 
made any memoranda. Hoke took off the de- 
posit tickets and checks to make entries in his 
books. Almost every time he went 
to the table — certainly at every 
good opportunity — be would pick up 
a package containing from $100 to $1,000—a)- 
ways an even amount, as he could remember 
it better. As he kept all the books it was 
easy forhim to make the cash balance every 
day. Ali be had to do was to deduct from one 
or two entries tne amount he had put in his 
pocket and add it to the total, which of course 
agreed with the count of the tellers. He 
also worked the interest and exchange 
accounts for small sums by making false eu- 
Arles. It is known that be had systematically 
robbed the bank for eleven years and yet was 
not suspected. About a year ago the President 
heard some things about bim he didn’t like and 
tried to have him discharged, but the directors 
wouldn’t cotisent; he was too valuable an em- 
ploy6. For two or three months pe- 
vious to his departure for Canada there 
was a good deal of talk reparding 
Hoke in Peoria. His salary was $1,500, but he 
was known to be interested in about a dozen 


business enterprises in that city, owning con-

Open- 
ing with;the familiar Rakoezy March (Berlion), 
it passed to the overture of the “ Fiying 
Dutchman.“ This affords a keener test of the 
wisdom of leader and pliancy of orchestra 
than almost any selection that one could 
name. The wisest artistic sense is needed to 
bring into the proper light the many ideas,

Last nicht's interpretation left little to de- 
sire. One heard not only the overture to the 
‘Flying Dutenman,“ but the struggle that 
runs through the whole opera was outlined 
clear and sharp. No pleasanter contrast could 
have been offered to the dark turbulence of 
the Wagnerian poem than the dainty allegretto 
grazioso from Brahms’ second symphony. In 
this connection one might add that one of the 
most difficult things in the world to fashion is 
a logical convert program. In this Theodore 
Thomas is certainly beyond all criticism. His 
program js a mosaic that one change would 
ruin. He thoroughly understands, as every 
woman does, the art of shunoing tediousness 
by a change of sensations, but, wiser than 
most women, he is never abrupt ia bis 
changes. : 

The second suite ot Rubinstein’s Bal Cos- 
tume was given for the first time, as the pro- 
gram said, last night. Notwithstanding this 
impressive fact the music is quite familiar. 
Although it bad never been given in Chicago 
itlong ago established itself as a favorit in 
concert balls. It is written in Rubin- 
stein’s glittering and effective vein. 
In fact, one might say of Rubiestein, as Git- 
ford did of Byron, be writes for effect— 
a poet never does.“ Rubinstein writes as a 
virtuoso and not as a composer. Of the five 
modes of the suite the third is the most inter- 
esting. The whole suite, however, reminds 
one of the musie tne old Italians wrote for 
puppets to dance to. It is entertaining, but 
lacks human interest. 

Another new thing—Thomas is Athenian in 
bis love for new things—was Svendsen's Nor- 
wegian Artists’ Carnival, a brilliant piece of 
discriptive writing, with all the intricate bar- 
monies and hectic coloring that are part and 
portion of the Northern school, and a waltz 
movement of Volkmann was also given for the 
first time. The work, although written with- 
out subterfuge, is one that would bear many 
hearings. It is strong and withal exquisitly 
tender, binting more than it says. 

Liszt's pyrotechnic sy mphonic poem, Festival 
Sounds, closed the second part of the program, 
and awakened the first spontaneous appiause. 
This is so well known through piago recitais 
that it hardly deserves to be ranked among the 
other new things” offered last night.

A Fine Exhibition of Rowing at Boston. 

Boston, Mass., July 5.—{Special.|—Today’s 
rowing regatta bere attracted fully 25,000 peo- 
ple. The water was smooth at the beginning, 
but later it was rough and choppy. The first 
race was for three miles for professional single 
sculls. The contestants were George H. Hos- 
mer, G. W. Lee, Wallace Ross, James Teneyck, 
John McKay, Peter H. Conley, Fred Plaisted, 
Jeremiah J. Casey, H. E. Vail, and James Ken- 
nedy. After wasting time at the start for 
nearly half an bour the men were given the 
word to go shortly before 12 o’clock. Casey 
caught the water first, but Hosmer 


soon took the lead. The pace was too hot for 
Hosmer, and at Dartmouth street be was 
obliged to stop rowing. MeKay, who was 


supposed to be out of the race, now did some 


great rowing. He came to the front, yard by 
yard, and did not stop his magnificent spart 
until he was one and a half boat-liengths ahead 
of Conley, who was his nearest competitor. 
Conley gave way to Lee, and at the turning- 
stake the latter was in turn superseded by Ten- 
eyck. McKay turned the stake first and squared 
away for home, two lengths abead of Teneyck, 
who was second, followed by Ross, 
Plaisted, Casey, Kennedy, and Vail in order. 
Tae race home was a very pretty one, but the 
leaders did not change their positions. The 
race was won by McKay in 22:08%; Teneyck 
second, in 22:1944; Ross third, in 23:08. The 
prizes were $225, $100, and $50.

How Our People Amused Themselves. 

The National holiday passed off very pleas- 
antly in Chicago. The weather was a trie 
warm, but even this drawback wasto a great 
extent atoned for by a refreshing breeze which 
made existence at least tolerabie if not posi- 
tively comfortable. Vehicles of every descrip- 
uon carried jovial picnicking parties to all the 
favorit suburban resorts. Some took advaa- 
tage of the occasion to enjoy the base-ball 
matches, while others found their pleasure at the 
races. The prevailing amusement, as usual, 
was the discharge of firecrackers, and an unin- 
terrupted fusiliade of every description of 
pyrotechnics was kept up all day. When night 
began to close in the frontsof many houses 
were brilliantly Uluminated with variegated 
Chinese lanterns, and the dazzling glare of tne 
rocket and the roman candle lit up the sum- 
mer air. Nothing occurred to mar the general 
happiness of the day but the fires that inevit- 
ably accompany the celebration of the occa- 
sion and the accidents that customarily result 
from the careless bandling of fireworks and 
revolvers. 

It is estimated that fully 6.000 Chicagoans 
spent at least part of the day on the lake. The 
weather was perfect for sailing, and the cool 
easterly breeze was a delightful contrast to the 
sweltering temperature on shore. All of the 
excursion boats made frequent trips and all of 
them were crowded to their utmost capacity. 
However, no effort was made to carry more 
passengers than their certificates allowed. No 
accidents occurred. The lake was dotted with 
small pleasure craft, and owners of private 
yachts took advantage of the holiday to show 
their friends that, although yachting as a pas- 
time may be nearly dead in Chicago, there is 
lots ot sport in it yet. 

In the sbadiest part of Normal Park a merry 
crowd began dancing at 10 a. m., and contin- 
ued in spite of the scorching heat until dark. 
Dancing was the principal amusement ot the 
young folks, while the older people enjoyed 
the luxury of perfect rest. Some 1,500

in honor of Forefathers’-Vay. The Englewood 
Brauch of the Cook County Woman Suffrage 
Association emphasized the latter half of the 
word, and, thinking that the word referred 
only to the male ancestors, hit on the idea of 
celebratmg a Foremothbers’-Day.

DAMAGE WROUGHT BY FLAMES. 


A Suddenly-Exploded Basket of Fireworks 
Causes a $200,000 Conflagration—De- 
structive Blaze on a Michigan Stock Farm. 
New YORK, July 5.—(Special.|—The largest 

fire known for years occurred in Harlem 

tonight, and resulted in the destruction of 
four buildings and serious damage to several 
others, involving a loss of over $200,000. The 
fire was attended by many exciting incidents, 
and several firemen were injured. The fire 
originated in the four-story store of Morris 

Strausky, No. 2293 Third avenue. To the north 

of ‘this building were two three-story frame 

buildings, Nos. 210 and 212 One Hundred and 

Twenty-fifth street, and on the south side of 

One Hundred and Twenty-fifth street were the 

storage warehouses and auction-rooms of Jus- 

tus Cooke. All these buildings were either 
destroyed or badly damaged. 

Some one threw a burning cigar into a bas- 
ket filled with fireworks in Strausky’s store 
and ran away. In a moment the fireworks in 
the basket were ablaze, and were fizzing and 
sputtering in every direction. Strausky tried 
to overturn the basket into the street, but he 
was too late. The fireworks in the front of 
the store and the show-windows were 
also ablaze, and Roman candles, skyrockets, 
and fireworks shot and cracked about bim. 
The fire was soon beyond control, and extended 
to the stores before mentioned. By 9 o'clock 
the fire was subdued. The loss of Strausky is 
estimated at $30,000 and he is insured for 340. 
000. The upper floors. were occupied 
for storage purposes by Justus Cooke 
whose stock here and in Nos. 210 
and 212 One Hundred and Twenty-fifth street 
consisted of household goods, ‘paintings, 
trunks of clothing, furs, ete. There were aiso 
twenty-five pianos in the buildings. Mr. Cooke's 
personal loss. is $25,000. The joss of goods 
stored in the building will reach in the agyre- 
gate $100,000. These losses are covered by in- 
surance held by the individuai owners. The 
loss on the other bulidmgs is upwards of 
$50,000. Five firemen and two policemen were 
severely injured.

That action on the part 
of the Northwestern led to the formation of the 
Western Freight Association, because it was 
the only means by which it was thought possi- 
ble to secure the maintenance of Western rates. 
The formation of that association, however, 
has not bad the desired result, and rates are 
now as badly demoralized as they ever bave 
beeu before, and therefore the original tripar- 
tite roads have come to the conclusion that 
they can do no better than go back to-the old 
arrangement, for if they must fight they might 
stand a much better show of uitimate success 
than by each line fighting independently. 

Without a resurrection of the tripartite con- 
tract the Union Pacific stood no snow against 
the Burlington and Northwestern, both of 
which have lines east and west of the Missouri 
River, and the Milwaukee & St. Paul, Wabash, 
and Rock island labored under the same disad- 
vantage, having no lines west of the Missouri. 
Consequentiy they had no other alternative 
except either to re@nact the old compact or 
the Union Pacific had to build east from the 
Missouri River to Chicago and the other three 
roads to build lines west from the Missouri 
River through Union Pacific territory.

The appointment of a receiver for the Indi- 
ana, Bloomington & Western system by Judge 
Gresham was conditional upon like action be- 
ing taken by the court of the Sixth Ohio Cir- 
cult, and it will not be operative until such 
action is taken. The reason for this is that 
part of the system is outside the jurisdiction 
of Judge Gresham's court and within that of 
the Obio court.

THE COUNCIL TONIGHT. 
Great interest attaches to the proceedings 
of the City Council this evening, when the 
La Salle-street-tunnel-cabl 


e-road scheme will 


come up for discussion and action as a special 


order. Seldom.have the people watched so 
closely the course of their Aldermen as on 
this question. The discussion of the subject 
in the newspapers has put the public into 
possession of all the facts in the case. There 
isa thorough understanding of its merits, 
and the Aldermen will decide with the knowl- 
edge that their constituents will put the prop- 
er interpretation on their votes. 

The main question is, How much shall the 


‘principal part of the discussion will turn on 
the substitution of the minority report of the 
Railroad Committee, which proposes that the 
street-car company shall pay $25,000 a year, 
for the majority report, which proposes to ex- 
change the tunnel for a new double-roadway 
bridge over the river at Clark street—to cost 
from $125,000 to $200,000.. The minority 
report is in the interest of the people; the 
majority report in the interest of the street- 
car corporation, No good reason can be given 
by any Alderman for favoring the latter and 
sacrificing the people's interest. There can 
be no dodging. A few of the Aldermen may 
content themselves with opposing the giving: 
of the tunnel to the street-car company at 
any price, and after they have thus voted 
may refuse to vote for the minority report— 
thinking that they can persvade their con- 


_ stituents that they have done their full duty. 


No such course of action will deceive their 


constituents. It is certain that the minority

EATING RAW FAT. 

It is now about eight years since the right 
to manufacture oleomargarine under the 
Mege patent was sold in this country. In 
that short time a wonderful change has been 
wrought. The making of pure butter, and 
the eating of it, has become the rare excep- 
tion instead of the rule. The testimony 
taken last month by a committee of the 
United States Senate in regard to it shows 
that the imitation has been perfected to such 
a pitch as to make it very difficult to distin- 
guish between the true and the false; that the 
first is being pushed out of the market by the 
latter, and that the manufacturer of the sub- 
stitute is actually the best customer of the 
dairyman, The butyraceous product of the 
living animal is most readily sold to the men 
who produce its counterfeit. 

The most miserable feature of the whole 
business did not, however, come out in that 
testimony, or was only referred to in such 
an incidental way that it may easily escape 
attention. It consists in the fact that the 
farmers themselves and the professional 
dairymen are very generally mixing the 
false with the true. The very class that is 


the iniquity is adulterating to such an extent 
that it is searcely possible for the consumer 
to be reasonably sure that he is not eating a 
modicum of oleo or lard neutral with every 
mouthful of what he supposes to be the. fin- 
est and choicest butter. The professional 
chemists have conceded their inability to say 
with certainty that, butter is adulterated 
if it contain less than about 10 per cent of 
the fat that is obtained from the animal aft- 
er its death. And so the dairyman feels that 
he can with perfect impunity put into his 
goods 5 per cent of the substitute, while the 
farmer has taken a lesson in the 
same school. Beth of these men 
patronize the oleomargarine factory, the 
one receiving the stuff in casks and 
the other in smaller quantities of a few 
pounds at atime. It is only fair to both to 


the tempter. The stuff was forced upon 
their attention by its manufacturer, and not a 
few of them began to use it as a means of 
self-defense—taking as an ally what has 
since proved to be their direst enemy. But 
whether most sinned against or sinning, the 
result is the same. Very little of really un- 
adulterated butter is now sent out from either 
yi ae factory. It is not true that such a 
thing as pure butter cannot be obtained to- 
day, but it is a much greater rarity than is 
generally supposed. It is not always secured 
by the few who pay an extravagant price to a 
favored farmer for what they suppose to be 
a choice article for home use. The average 
farmer is, however, much more honest than 
the average dairyman in this respect. There 
are a few of the one class yet who have not 
bowed the knee to this modern Baal. & the 
latter have not given allegiance to the 
false god the number is so small that prob- 
ably it might be told off on the fingers and 
leave some to spare. | 

It is a fact, which cannot be too persistent- 
ly kept before the people, that the tallow and 
lard substitutes for butter have been forebd 
into such a widespread use that it is now 
very difficult te obtain the unadulterated ar- 
ticle. It should also never be forgotten that 
the counterfeit is presented to the consumer 
in a practically raw state, as to cook it up to

Especially should it be insisted 
on that no one shall be imposed upon either 
in the store or at the table, by the manufact- 
urer, retailer, or purveyor, te the extent 
which involves the eating of the counterfeit 
on the supposition that it is genuine butter. 
In this matter there should be no false pride, 
no winking at the fraud because it is perpe- 
trated by houses that are otherwise ‘‘ respect- 
able,” no cloaking up of the truth-on the 
ground thatthe evil has gone too far to be 
-remedied. Surely a growth of eight years 
cannot have sufficed to harden the sapling 
‘into an oak so mighty that it defies all at- 
tempts to uproot it when other enormities 
that have enlarged and consolidated through 
the lapse of centuries are being suppressed in 
deference to the cry of an outraged people. 


MR. RANDALL'S TARIFF BILL, 

In view of the present condition of the 
appropriation bills and the proximity of 
final adjournment, it is about a foregone con- 
clusion that Mr. Randall's tariff bill will not 
be more than reported from the committee. 
This is regretted, because a brief discussion 
of it would have served the excellent pur- 
pose of demonstrating that whatever Mr. 
Randall’s forte may be, it is not tariff-mak- 
ing. Beside him other amateur tariff-tinkers 
sink into insignificance. The adoption of his 
proposed measure, it is claimed by him, 


| would reduce duties something over $7,000,- 


000, besides adding to the free list about 
$1,500,000, the articles so transferred being 
taken from the free list of Mr. Morrison’s 
bill. Mr. Randall advances the argument 
that taxes are taxes only when they come in 
as government revenue. When they go to 
swell the bank account of the home monopo- 
list helooks upon them as legitimate profits. 
He proposes in effect to reduce taxation by 
advancing the tariff rates 6 a prohibitory 
point. 

The following table, prepared by. J. 8. 
Moore for the New York Times, will show 
Randall’s claim to the alleged reduction fof 
over $7,000,000:

This means that an advance on the present 
rates will give the home manufacturing mo- 
nopolist as profits substantially the figures 
given in the second column. Argument on 
such a proposition is absurd. Why should 
the people pay the taxes to the monopolist 
rather than to the Treasury? Mr. Randall 
cannot be so childish as to think that he can 
induce intelligent people to give serious at- 
tention to such gabble. The reduction possi- 
ble under the bill amounts to the $771,878 
copied from the Morrison bill, and no more. 
Gen. Hancock’s ‘local issue” theory ap- 
plies here beautifully. The bill is an excel- 
lent scheme for Mr. Randall’s constituents. 
Steel rails may be bought in Europe at the 
outside for $17.50 a ton. The duty on steel 
rails is $17 a ton, and the American manu- 
factarer gets $34 to $35 a ton. This it is 
proposed to maintain. By advancing the 
present rate of duty on tin-plates 125 per cent 
that industry is proposed to be built up in 
Pennsylvania, starting with $4,000,000 di- 
verted taxes as a bonus to the monopolist. 
On cotton ties he estimates that by an in- 
crease in present rates the revenue will fall 
off about 60 per cent, which, together with 
their present profits, he turns over to his con- 
stituents. Who expects the home monopo- 
list to reduce his profits voluntarily under 
any such system ? 

But for these new and monstrous bounties 
and the actual reduction of $771,878 noted 
above, Mr. Randall’s bill is only a measure 
for the abolition of about $27,000,000 internal 
revenue taxes on tobacco. This is a bait for 
the Southern delegate to the next Democrat- 
ic convention. 


A “DEMOCRATIC OUTRAGE. 

The Democratic party cannot escape the 
responsibility for the defeat of the Des 
Moines River Land bill. This just measure 
was disapproved by the Democratic Fresi- 
.dent, passed over his objections by the Re- 
publican Senate, and the veto sustained by 
the Democratic House, the Republicans in 
both branches being practically solid in sup- 
port of the bill. The Repubiican party can 
well afford to accept and defend its share of 
the record thus made. 

The action of the President is naturally 
provoking great indignation in Iowa, where 
all the facts pertaining to the Des Moines 
River Land matter are well understood. 
Thirty years ago, when most of the settlers 
made their entries, it was generally con- 
ceded that the land above the forks of the 
river was open to preémption. The settlers 
bought the land, paid for it, and the Gov- 
ernment now holds over $70,000 so obtained 
from the. farmers. in many cases patents 
were issued to the men Cleveland now pro- 
poses to evict. A few years after the first 
entries were made the Supreme Court of the 
United States took the same view as the 
Government officers and the settlers, and de- 
clared that the land above the forks did not 
belong to the navigation company, but a 
singular resolution was subsequently passed 
through Congress extending the grant. As 
Senators Allison and Wilson construe this 
resolution it would have no application as 
against the preémption settlers, but if it will 
bear the construction put on it by Cleveland 
and Evarts it is an outrageous piece of legis- 
lation, and Congress should feel bound to 
rectify the injustice perpetrated under its 
terms. | ae 

The settlers who claim their farms because 
they bought them from the Government at a 
time when, according to the decision of the 
Supreme Court, they were part of the public 
domain and open to entry are opposed by the 
New York land-sharks, who assert title on 
the basis of a tricky retroactive act which 
was either smuggled through Congress with 
corrupt intent or has been falsely construed 
since, In either event Congress was bound 
to correct the monstrous injustice done the 
settlers.

VERY FRESH PROHIBITIONISTS. 
Strict prohibitory laws went into effect 
July 1 at Atlanta, Ga., and in all the towns 


of Rhode Island, and the inhabitants of those. 
places seem to think. they have just entered 


a period ot unparalleled drouth. The last 
hours before the new laws went into effect 
were spént in procuring and filling jugs, and 
it is now said that all the saloons in the 
towns affected are closed. This is the usual 
course of things for a short time after pro- 
hibitory laws go into nominal force. The 
dramshops generally remain in a state of 
suspended animation until the supplies pre- 
viously laid in are diminished and plans 
adopted for the evasion of the law. As it 
will take some weeks to deplete the 5,000 
jugs that were filled in Atlanta the day be- 
fore the prohibitory law went into force, it is 
quite natural that the liquor trade should 
languish for atime, but the Prohibitionists 
are fresh“ and enthusiastic in suppos- 
ing the present state of affairs will prove 
lasting. Towns the size of Atlanta may 
think themselves virtuous in voting prohibi- 
tion, but that’s no sign there will be “no 
more cakes and ale.“ 

The ardent Prohibitionists of Georgia and 
Rhode Island should look to Maine to see how 
prohibition stands after a trial of more than 
thirty years. The Prohibition candidate 
for Governor of Maine in his re 
cent speech accepting the nomination 
said: “It is high time that some- 
thing should be done in this State to put 
„down the liquor traffic.” Delegates to the 
Maine Prohibition Convention all united in 
this view. One said that in his Town of 
Brunswick rum was freely sold.“ Another, 
a clergyman, said there are forty saloons 
in, Belfast,” a place of 5,000 population. The 
eflicacy of coercive teetotalism is pretty well 
shown when after thirty years’ experiment 
Prohibition parties are organized in. Prohibi- 
tion States and it is declared high time 
something was done to put down the liquor 
traffic.” Looking to the example of Maine, 
ean the Georgia Prohibitionists reach any 
other conclusion than that their present en- 
thusiasm is rather fresh? 


SALISBURY’S FIBBING. 

The publication of the correspondence be- 
tween Mr. Balfour and Mr. Gladstone last 
December convicts Lord Salisbury. of some- 
thing akin to downright lying. After the 
election in December Mr. Gladstone ex- 
pressed a hope that Lord Salisbury and his 
party would try to solve the Irish problem by 
introducing measures of local self-govern- 
ment, and intimated in conversation to Mr. 
Balfour, who was amemberof the Tory Cab- 
inet, and who is also the nephew of Lord 
Salisbury, that he (Mr. Gladstone) would eo- 
operate with the Tory ‘Government in the 
matter. Subsequent to this intimation he 
wrote to Mr. Balfour, under date of Dec. 20, 
saying that he hoped that the then Tory Gov- 
ernment would— 


Take strong and early decision on the Irish - 


question, for 1 spoke of the stir in men's minds 
and of urgency in this matter, to both of which 
every day's post brings me new testimony, This 
being ‘so, I wish, under the very péculiar circum- 
stances of the case, to goa step further and say 
that I think it would be a public calamity if these 
great subjects should fall into the lines of party 
conflict. I feel sure of a question that can only 
be dealt with by a government, and I desire spe- 
al on the grounds of public policy that it 
should be dealt with by-the present Government. 
If, therefore, they bring on a proposal for settling 
the whole question for the future government 
of Ireland my desire will be, reserving of course 
the necessary freedom. to treat in the same spirit 
in which I have endeavored to proceed in ad 
to Afghanistan and with regard to the Balkan 
Peninsula. 

Mr. Gladstone having alluded to this letter 
last week, Lord Salisbury, for whom it was 
intended, though formally addressed to his 
nephew, said that there was nothing in the 
letter that would not have described a policy 
of coercion as well as a policy of home rule.“ 
This is quibbling, worthy only of some 
such politician as Lord Randolph Churchill. 
At the time there was no talk of coercion for 
Ireland. There were rumors that Mr. Glad- 
stone favored home rule. His son, Herbert 
Gladstone, had made a strong home-rule 
speech in Leeds in advocacy of such a policy. 
Tory speakers had also hinted at home rule. 
Lord Salisbury himself, in an address at 
Newport in November, just before the elec- 


tions, said: 

You will probably ask me how far I am inclined 
to carry this extension of local authority to Ire- 
land. Thatis avery difficult question, I admit. 
Our first printipie; on which we have always 
gone, is to extend, as far as we can, to Ireland all 
those institutions that we have established in 
this country. But I fully recognize that, in the 
case of local institutions especially, there is one 
limiting consideration, which in the present state 
of Ireland you-cannot leave out of account. A 
local authority is more exposed to the ere 
tion and has more of the facility for enablin 
majority to be unjust to the minority than is ° 
case where the authority derives its sanction and 
extends its jurisdiction over a wider area. 


This savored of a large measure of home 
rule. Under all the circumstances of time 
and public feeling and opinion it is trifling 
with the truth for Lord Salisbury, Mr, Bal- 
four, or Lord Randolph Churchill to interpret 
Mr. Gladstone’s offer to assist in giving ef- 
fect to a proposal fer settling the whole 
question for the future government of Ire- 
land as meaning coercion, The publication 
of the correspondence at an earlier date might 
have helped Mr. Gladstone.

DEATH IN THE FLAMES, | 


b TWO CHARRED AND UNRECOGNIZED 


BODIES AT THE MORGUE. 
, — 

Found on the Upper Floors of the Benton 
House After the Fire of Yesterday Morn- 
ing—Firecrackers Held Responsible for 
a West Side Flour-Mill Fire—The Fire 
Department Kept on the Jump All Day 
by More or Less Serious Blazes. 

Shortiy before 4 o'clock yesterday morning 
Vietor Johnson, lessee of the Benton House, a 
tive-story brick building situated at Nos. 154 
and 156 South Clark street, near Madison, used 
as a cheap lodging-house, and J. McClees, a 
night clerk in the employ of the house, were 
awakened from their sleep by the smell of 
smoke. Hastily runum back on the second. 
floor to the rear of the building, they saw a 
small quantity of smoke ascending the ele- 
vator hatchway in the extreme south west cor- 
ner of the building, followed a few moments 
later by flame. About the same time Charies 
LeRoy, a night clerk who has charge of the 
fourth and fifth floors, and one of the 
roomers named Ellis also smelled the smoke 
and discovered the flames comm up the 
hatchway. At about the same time James 
Hampton, a night watchman employed 
at Kohl & Middleton's Dime Museum, which 
adjdins the Benton House, found flames issuing 
from the elevator hatchway pear the first 
floor in the alley back of Arcade court and in 
the rear of Brockway & Milan’s restaurant, 
which occupies the basement and first floor of 
the Benton House. He at once ran to box No. 
86; corner of Clark and Madison streets, and 
turned in an alarm, at 3:50 o'clock. When the 
fire department arrived the flames bad reached 
the top floor and were beginning to issue from 
the front and rear windows. When Fire-Mar- 


shal Swenie reached the fire he immediately 
sent in a second alarm, which was received at 
8:59 o'clock. in the meantime Johnson, Mo- 
Clees, LeRoy, and Ellis bad aroused the guests 
on each of the different floors and 
then ran down-stairs to the street. The 
guests seized what clothes and other 
belongings they could, and also made efforts to 
reach the street, some of them attempting to 
do so by the fire-escapes which were in the 
front and rear ot the buildimg. One man tried 
to descend in this manner on the Clark street 
side, but the flames, which bursting from 
the windows, singed his face and hands, and he 


_re@ntered the building, but finally escaped un- 


hurt. The flames had by this time burst 
through the roof, and the rear portions of the 
fourth and fifth floors were a mass of flames, 
the spread of the fire being accelerated by the 
nature of faterior constriction of the 
buildmg, the partitions between the rooms be- 
ing of thin, dry wood, and of the most 
inflammabie character. The fire had at- 
tained such a threatening appearance that 
Marshat Swenie sent in a third alarm 
at 4:09 o'clock, the flames having begun 
to attack the upper portuon of No. 158 and No. 
160, the second floors of which were occupied 
by P. P. Donnell & Co., printers, the third floor 
by Hack & Anderson, printers, and the fourth 
and fifth floors by J. J. Spalding & Co. The 


fre in this direction was soon subdued, how- 


ever. The streets in the vicinity of the burn- 


ing buildmg were filled with people, even at 


the early hour at which the fire occurred, and 
the most iptense excitement was manifested 
by the crowd, who were momentarily expect- 
ing to see some person approach the windows 
and attempt to jump to the street. It was also 
said that several of the inmates had been un- 
able to escape, and were either burnt to death 
or suffocated. Later investigations prove this 
belief to have been correct. When 
the flames were finally extinguished—the 
signal of “fire out being struck at 6:49 
O clock —a number of firemen, under the direc- 
tion of Assistant Marshal Musbam, began a 
search for bodies. Their efforts were unavail- 
ing until they reached the fourth floor, when 
the body of a man, burnedin a most horrible 
manner, was found under a mattress near the 
west wall, and in about the centre of the build- 
ing. In the northwest corner of the building, 
near the tire-escape, another male body was 
discovered, the victim having evidently been 
about to save himself by the fire-escape when 
overcome by the smoke. Both corpses were 
burned to such an extent that identification 
was impossible. The remains were taken to 
the morgue by the Harrison street and Central 
Station patrol wagons. It is seen by the bodies 
that one man had a mustaché and that the 
other had on astriped suit of clothes. 
Mr. Benton Mauzy.and Mr. V. Johnson were 
seen by a reporter for Taz TRIBUNE, and said 
that they rented rooms in the Benton House to 
persons at different prices, those on the sec- 
ond and third floors being rented at 50 cents 
per night, wulle 25 and 30 cents, respectively, 
were charged for rooms on the fourth and 
fifth floors. There were 100 rooms in the 
building, seventy-five of which were occupied 
the night of the fire. Mr. Muuzy said that last 
Sunday afternoon a strange mas, who was 
under the influence of liquor, applied for a 
room on the fourth floor, and during the ab- 
sence of LeRoy, the night clerk, he was as- 
signed to Room No. 69 by the chambermaid 
employed on that floor. It was here that one 
body was found. This man was still in 
his room at a late bour Sunday night. 
Owing to the fact that LeRoy was not to be 
found about the scene of the fire yesterday it 
could not be ascertained if this man had regis- 
tered his name after being assigned to a room. 
Quite a number of th, guests would probably 
have been suffocated but for the action of Mr. 
Charles W. Specht, assistant to Mr. Tillotson 
ot the Evangeline company. Mr. Specht and 
Mr. Lewis McGowan, the assistant stage man- 
ager, both patriotic citizens, had been cele- 
brating the Fourth: When they reached the 
corner at Madison and Clark streets on their 
way home Mr. Specht beard a fire alarm. He, 
however, thought it was a patrol call and said 
to Mr. MeGowan: Let's wait and see 
the fellow taken in.“ Looking south on 
Clark street they saw smoke, com- 
ing from the Benton House, and rau 
there, and saw fire in the rear part of the first 
floor, where the kitchen was, Mr. Specht and 
Mr. McGowan rushed in. Mr. Specht saw a 
tumblerfui of water on a table, picked up the 
tumbler, and dashed its contents over the 
flames. A piteher of water aext ittracted his 
attention, and this he also empti.d on the fire, 
There was another man in the room at the 
time, they believed he was the proprietor. 
Mr. Me@Gowan asked him if there was a hotel 
up-staire. He said, ** Les.“ Mr, Specht then 
went to the front of the building and ran up 
three flights of stairs, shouting at the top of 
his voice, ‘** Fire! Fire!“ Ten or fifteen 
people came out of their rooms with 
their clothing in their arms, and 
hurried to the street. Upon reaching the third 
floor Mr. Specht was stopped by the dense 
smoke and heat, the fire baving made its way 
up-stairs by that time, the rear being ablaze. 
He beard shouting on the fourth floor, but 
could not get that high. and his surmise that 
some one was unable to get out proved to be 
correct. Mr. Specht took much smoke into his 
lungs, but received no injury beyond an ip- 
flamed eye. Mr. Mauzy places his loss on fur- 
niture at $12,500, on which theie is an ingur- 


‘ance of 88.000.

Scorching a Flour-Mill—The Proprietor Not 
Pleased with the Mayor's Fireworks 


Proclamation. ' 
Fire broke out from the roof in the north- 


Nos. 66, 68, 70, ana 72 Canal street, shortly 


before 8 o’clock yesterday morning. A large 
quantity of waver was poured into the miiis, 


than by fire. The mill is one of the largest 
flouring establishments in the West, and 11,000 
bushels of the finest quality of winter wheat 
was stored in the buliding, all of which was 
thoroughly soaked. It will be several days be- 
fore the grain can be all taken out to dry, and 
by that time tne wheat may swell, making it 
useless for milling purposes. The purifying 
and wheat-cleaning machinery, which was re- 
cently put in the milis at acost of $200,000, 
was somewhat damaged. 

Mr. Eckhart estimates the damage on the 
building, a five-story brick 80 by 150 feet, at 
$6,000, and to the stock and machinery 824. 000. 
The biaze is thought to h@ve been caused by 
sparks from a skyrocket which fell on the roof 
during Sunday night or from the sparks from 
a fire in several buildings at Nos. 38, 40, and 42 
West Lake street, which broke out several 
hours before the mill caught fire. 

Marshal Murphy, who risked his life to save 
four little children a few days ago at a fire on 
South Morgan street, nearly lost his life at the 
milis. As soon as the hook and ladder com- 
pany got their apparatus in position he was the 
first man to ascend to the top floor, where the 
flames were raging. He burstin the window, 
and, notwithstanaing the intense heat 
smoke, entered the building, dragging the hose 
after him. Tue flames were rapidly spreading 
to the warebouse, where 10,000 barrels of the 
finest quality of flour was stored, and but for 
the prompt action the damage would have been 
very large. After Murphy had succeeded in 
checking the flames from going in the direction 
of the warehouse be attempied to leave the 
buildima, but was so overcome by the beat and 
smoke that be fell to the floor. Two of his 
men who were standing at the top of the ladder 
saw him fall and dragged him out. 

Mr. B. A. Eckbart blamed Mayor Harrison in 
no mild terms for allowing fireworks to be ex- 
ploded in the heart of the city. “ Harrison is 
the cause of it all, be said; “he should not 
have allowed apy one to celebrate in the city. 
We erected the building in 1884 for our speciai 
use, and up to the present time had not been 
delayed aday by a fire of an accident. But 
Harrison allows boys to fire firecrackers and 
you see the result.“

“THE DBEAM OF ST. JEROME,” 


How a Piece of Pianoforte Music Came to 
Be Attributed to Beethoven. 

A piece of'music is on gale iu the music- 
shops entitled “The Dream of St. Jerome, for 
the Pianoforte, by L. V. Beethoven.” Beetho- 
ven was fond of nicknames and sobriquets, and 
applied them unsparmgly to both friends and 
enemies, but in bis music he rarely gave a 
title; directly he entered his composing-room 
his thought became too serious for such 
pranks. The ‘Heroic’ and Pastoral sym- 
phonies, the“ Sonata patetica,” Les Adieux,“ 
etc., the Caprice over the missing halfpenny 
(Op. 129), the Hymn ef the Oonvales- 
cent, and the Difficult. resolve, in the 
A minor and F major quartets, are 
the only authentic titles which I can recall; 
for those of “Moonlight,” Pastoral, and 
* Appassionata,”’ as applied to sonatas, are the 
inventions of publishers, and these titles are 
all of a perfectly different class from chat be- 
fore us. It is perfectly certain, even if inter- 
nal evidence supported the assumption, that 
Beethoven never wrote anything conneecred 
with either the dreams or the loves of St.

A FAMILY AFFAIR. 


Triple Tragedy in a Georgian Home—An In- 
fant the Cause of the Slaughter. 

DaLTon, Ga., July 3.—News reaches here 
from Union County of a terrible tragedy in 
which three lives were lost and a fourth is sus- 
pended in the balance. In Ivy Log District 
lived two brothers named, respectively, Roll and 
Washington Whitmore. Roll bad recently 
married a young lady of the neighbdrhood 
named Miss Hughes. Previous to his mar- 
riage be had led asiray the 15-year-old 
daughter of Marion Hartness, a neighboring 
farmer, the result of which was a child, born 
three months ago, 

The young wife desired to raise her hus- 
band’s child, and for that purpose obtained it 
from its mother. Last week Miss Hartness be- 
came anxious to see her babe, and it was final- 
ly carried to her by the Senior Mr. Whitmore. 
Once more in her possession she refused to 
give it up. It was at this juncture that the 
twin brothers, arming themselves with shot- 
guos and knives, determined to recover the 
baby by force. Their father vainly endeavored 
They reached the Hartness 
home, and, pushing Mrs. Hartness off the 
veranda, attempted to make a forcible en- 
trance. The girl's thers, Harvey and Ed 
Hart ness, met them with a volley from their 
shotguns. Washington Whitmore fell dead at 
the first fire. 

The fight then became general, pistols and 
knives playing their deadly part. Roll Whit- 
more was in the act of stabbing Ed Hartness 
when Harvey Hartness sent a fatal bullet 
through him. Ed Hartness had, however. 
been so severely stabbed that his death is 
hourly looked for. He is literally cut to 
pieces. Harvey Hartness, while not severely 
cut up, is nevertheless in a desperate condi- 
tion. He is now under bonds for appearance 
in court if he should recover. 


AM ENDE’S BLUNDER. 


An Investigation Presumes that the Deaths 
Resulted from the Antidote Administered 
for the Poison. 

ERSEY City, N. J., July 3.—Since the fatal 
biunder of Chemist G. Am Ende of Hoboken 
in compounding doses of morphine for quinine, 
resulting in the deaths of Marguerite and Ella 
Holz, Dr. August E. Loewenthal, the fiancé 
of the elder Miss Holz. has been the subject of 
much anxiety. Fora long time he suffered 
from nervous prostration. Several months 
ago an article appeared in 
Gazette reviewing the trial of Dr. Am Ende. 
The writer took the ground that the evidence 
at the trial showed quite conclusively that Miss 
Marguerite died not from morphine poisoning, 
but from the effects of atropia, the antidote 
administered to her. Since the appearance of 
the article Dr. Am Ende has seriously con- 
sidered reopening the case and applying for a 
new trial. These rumors are said to have 
reached Dr. Loewenthal, and to have hada 
very depressing effect on him. He bas con- 
fined himself to the house of late and studious- 
ly shunned society. A New York physician 
has been in attendance upon him, and rumors 
have been circulated that Dr. Loewenthal was 
This morning a representative of the 
press met Dr. Eruest Loewenthal, father of 
the young man, and inguired -whether the 
rumor was true. The doctor courteously, but 
firmly, declined either to deny or aflirm the 
rumor.

‘MISS LIVINGSTONE AGAIN. 


THE GIRL WHO GOT A VERDICT FOR 
675,000 SEEKING JUSTICE. — 


She Charges Before the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction that Lawyer 
‘Willis of Broadway Is the Father of Her 
Second Child—Like Broker Fleming, She 
Alleges, He Seduced Her Under Promise 


of Marriage. 

New York World, June 30: A young woman 
dressed becomingly in a light summer costume 
appeared before Superintendent Blake at the 
office of the Commissioners of Charities and 
Correction yesterday. She was of slight build, 
dark hair, and with beauty, despite the thin, 
eareworn look which ber features had. She | 
was about 20 years old, and in ber arms she 
carried a buxom girl baby of 8 or 9 months, 
One giance was sufficient to tell the expe- 
rienced Mr. Blake that she was one of that 
long, sorrowful proeession of misied women 
who file day afver aay in and out of that cham- 
ber of human wo at Hieventh street and Third 
avenue. Sue was there to ask that the strong 
arm of the law sbould bring the father of that 
child face to face with gis responsibilities and 
compel him to make at least a money rep 
aration to the mother of his child. 
The usual blank owas drawn from 
its pigeon-hole, and in due form it 
was recorded that Mary Alice Almont Living- 
stone of No. 835 Willis avenue charged henry 
R. Willis, iawyer, of No. 229 Broadway, with 
the paternity of the child she. carried in her 
arms. Sbe alleged, further, that there was 
prospect of the said child becoming a charge 
on the county. Kind-bearted Mr. Blake, who 
18 the official foster-father for no end of or- 
phans and such, handed the papers to the 
young mother and bade ber seek a Police Jus- 
tice and secure from him a warrant for the 
arrest of the aileged father. 

The name recalls one of the most famous 
suits of its sort in the history of Americun 
jurisprudence... In January, 1883, Judge Pratt 
and a jury of twelve citizens of Brooklyn were 
busy for several days listening to the de- 
tails of a suit brought by Miss Mary 
Alice Almont Livimgston, against Henry Fiem- 
ing, a millionaire oil broker, for $75,000 dam- 
ages for betrayal under a promise of marriage. 
Tne trial was a sensational one, and occupied 
the attention of the pubiic to an exceptional 
extent. The big demand for damages at once 
compelied notice of the trial, and when it was 
called for trial each side introduced many is- 
sues intended to catch the attention and sym- 
pathy of the jury. The boy baby wus a prom- 
inent exhibit in the case, and his infantile 
crowings and antics were written up at length 
in the reports of the trial. Mr. Howe went 
once from this city to defend the gay young 
broker, while Richard S. Newcombe appeared 
for the young woman, and in his ciosing ora- 
tion, aided by the sobbing plaintiff, made a 
great impression on the jury. The defense 
was a charge that the young woman wus of 
immoral babit, but this broke down under the 
sharp cross-examination of the young woman’s 
lawyers. 

The jury were out but a few moments, and 
on their first ballot in the jury-room eleven 
voted for his guilt. The second ballot was 
unanimous in ber favor. Then came the ques- 
tion of damages, and on the first ballot eleven 
voted to give her $75,000, while the twelfth 
fixed $50,000 as the propersum. The next bal- 
lot fixed the full amount, and so the jury re- 
turned to court and through Foreman Seaman 
declared the heaviest personal damages: ever 
given in a case of this sort. The verdict was 
widely discusse1 and the general opinion was 
that the jury bad been exceptsonally liberal 
with Mr. Fleming's money. The verdict had 
hardly been recorded when a new sensational 
sequel was given the case by an application on 
the part of his counsel for a reopening of the 
case on the affidavit of a coachman employed 
in her family declarimg that he had been 
intimate with the young woman. The court 
refused to reopen te case on the 
ground that the defense should have 
possessed themselves of this evidence 
in time for the trial. Mr. Fleming did not pay 
the damages assessed. He had so arranged his 
property that it would have been difficult to 
secure anything, but he offered to pay $25,000 
as penalty for bis escapade, and his offer was 
uccepted as payment mu full. The fair plaintiff 
retired to Toms Kiver, where she was living 
with her mother, Mrs. Evelena Matilda Living- 
stone Hliss. who bad been the wife of Clarence 
Hubert Livingstone, son of Robert Swift Liv- 
ingstone, the great New York Chancellor of 
that name. 7 

When the excitement of the trial had ina 
measure died away the baby with its mother 
and very energetic grandmother went 
away from the gossipy neizhborbood of Toms 
River and lived ina very retired way on Willis 
avenue, near Port Morris, in the annexed dis- 
trict. Fieming was attacked with paraiysis 
and is today barely convalescent, and nothing 
like the flippant broker who sat in the Brook- 
lyn court. 

The young mother gave herself up to ber 
child, and when the World reporter called at 
the house yesterday the chubby youngster, 
who by law is delared a Fieming, was romping 
about in innocent, noisy glee. f 

It is nearly three years since Willis made the 
ac uaintance of the young lady. He was in- 
troduced by a young lady acquaintance at a 
church soéiable,; and the tall, manly-looking 
blonde counselor seemed very much struck by 
the pretty little brunet. He knew of her 
troubles as all the world did and he denounced 
the broker Fleming with ail the vehemence of 
his Scoteh nature. He was a young bachelor 
and everybody thought he was willing to over- 
look the great slip which Miss Livingstone had 
made and take her as his wife. They rarely. 
if ever, went out, but Willis made himself . 
very agreeable, singing and playing the piano 
not only with Alice, but with ber young step- 
sister as well. A little over a year ago Willis 
suddenly ceased bis visits and the motber was 
thunderstruck by the confession which ber 
daughter made. Letters were-written to Willis, 
the young woman cailed at his office and was 
invited to call at any time, as he said he was 
always glad to see her.

AN INVENTOR’S REVENGE.

Cutting His Wife Off from the Weaith His 

Patent Will Bring—His Will Contested. 

New York, July; 2.—Surrogate Lott of the 
Kings County Court is just now trying a will 
contest which presentsa number of peculiar 
features, The whole dispute grows out of 
President Robert Garrett of the Baltimore & 
Onio Railroad Company having decided last 
fall to give a trial to a patent jour 
nal lubricator, presented to his notice in 
Baltimore by Michael McMabon, a Brooklyn 
laborer. Mr. Garrett seems to have been fa- 
vorably impressed with the patent from the 
outset, and the test was made under his per- 
sonal supervision on the main stem between 
Baltimore and Wheeling. The patent jubri- 
cator was placed on one wheel, while the ordi- 
nary journal-holder was used on the wheel at 


the other end of the same axle. After the car 


had made a given number of trips between 
Baltimore and Wheeling it was found that the 
patent journal had reduced the wear and tear 
on the journal to the minimum, while tie 
journal on the opposit end had been damaged 
at least $2, the ordinary injury for running the 
distance. Of course McMahon’s patent was 


at once pronounced to be a great economizer, | 


and many railroad men who saw it frankly 
admitted that it was worth millions. It is said 
that McMahon bad nearly completed negotia- 
tions with President Garrett to have it 
introduced on the whole Baltimore & Ohio sys- 
tem at an annual rental of $80,000, when death 
claimed the inventor Jan. 6 last. The will of 
McMahon, which 1s now being contested by bis 
wite Honora, and his daughter, also named 
Honora, discloses quite a weird romance 
in McMehbon’s life. It seems that he had for 
many years been a confirmed toper. when in 
August last his wife, becoming tired of his 
dissipation, turned him out of their house, No. 
78 Poplar street, Brooklyn, and refused to have 
anything to do with bim. In this determina- 
tion she was seconded by her daughter, and 
neither of them would thereafter notice Mo- 
Mabon, although he made a numberof at- 
tempts at reconciliation. Finally the out- 
cast became enraged at the treatment and 
took the temperance pledge as a prelimi- 
nary step toward bis plan for revenge upon 
his bard-hearted wife and daughter. He at 
once commenced to study, night and day, the 
details of a journal lubricator on which he bad 
previously been working in a desultory war. 
It was not many weeks before be had com- 
pleted it. and then he put it under his arm and 
went to Baltimore to see Mr. Garrett. When 
death overtook Me Manon be was still relent- 
lesly bent upon revenging himself upon his 
wife and daughter, even going so far as to re- 
fuse to see them while dying. The opening of 
bis will showed that be had carried his hatred 
beyond the grave. He instructed his executors 
not to sell his patent outright for less than 
$5,000,000, and not to allow any road to use it 
for less than $80,000 per annum. His 
executors were further directed to close ne- 
gotiations with the Baltimore & Obio as 
soon as possible, and to pay legacies ranging 
from $1,000 to $5,000 to each ot bis children, 
exoepting his daughter Honora, and also to a 
number of persons mentioned who had shown 
him kindness during his period of depression. 
The executors were further directed to divide 
the income of the patent equally between all 
his children except Honora; and, in case the 
patent was sold, to divide it equally among the 
same parties. In conclusion, the will said: 
It will be noticed that ido not mention my 
wife Honora, nor my daughter Honora, in my 
bequests. This is right. as I do not want them 
to receive auy part of the estate.“ 

Everybody seems agreed that McMahon’s 
patent bas millionsin it, and the widow has 
secured the services of a half-dozen iawyers, 
who arefighting to break the will on the 
ground of undue influence, etc. The ex- 
ecutors are also making a vigorous fight, 
and the chances are altogether in favor of the 
lawyers getting the greater part of the profits 
on the patent accruing within the next ten 
years. .
